Here and Elsewhere 


The Alumnae of Lake Erie College are starting a drive for an 
endowment of one million dollars, half of which is to be spent in 
“necessary” improvements and the rest cached as a trust fund for 
the accumulation of interest. Each of the alumnae is pledged to 
secure donations and gifts amounting to $295. The officials of the 
college are very hopeful as to the ultimate outcome of the drive, 
since the graduates are spirited and loyal to their institution. 

The exact geographical location of the college has escaped the 
attention of the writer, as has the relative standing of the school. 
In fact, it has been impressed on him that very few people have 
ever heard of the place before. Yet the facts are significant when 
considered in the light of student support. At George Washington, 
with a standing of a hundred years, with alumni all over the world, 
and with an irreproachable scholastic reputation, it is difficult to 
convince the students of the dire need of an investment of the 
pitiful sum of ten dollars in an agency that will be mutually ben- 
eficial. 

The former students in a small college have promised to aid 
in getting an individual pledge of nearly three hundred dollars, 
when their only return possible is an advance in the general stand- 
ing of their institution. They are offered no inducements such 
as a weekly paper, a season ticket for athletics, a year book and 
sundry medical benefits. They are asked to give, for the love 
of giving to their college. Yet the G. W. students have been slow 
to invest in a sure-enough business proposition that costs them 
comparatively nothing, but which means the life of student 
activities, more general recognition of the university, and a better 
chance for a “Greater G. W.'” 

It is difficult to believe that the university students are too 
tight-fisted to pay the amount asked for. But with the slowness 
of signatures to the activity pledges, no other belief can be en- 
tertained. The only way the individual may redeem himself is 
by signing — and that right soon.

A man familiar with 
the principles of combustion and heat radiation 
makes experiments which indicate desirable changes 
in design. That is research. 

You want to make a ruby in a factory, a real ruby, 
indistinguishable by any test from the natural stone. 
You begin by analyzing rubies chemically and physi- 
cally. Then you make rubies just as nature did. 
Your rubies are the result of research — another type 
of research. 

While melting up your chemicals and experimenting 
with high temperatures, you begin to wonder how 
hot the earth must have been millions of years .ago, 
and what were the forces at play that made this 
planet what it is. Your investigation leads you far 
from rubies and causes you to formulate theories to 
explain how the earth, how the whole solar system 
was created. That would be research of a still dif- 
ferent type. 

Research of all three types is conducted in the labo- 
ratories of the General Electric Company.

Today is Navy Day, a day set aside by the Secretary of the 
Navy to celebrate the consecration to duty of the personnel of the 
present Navy and. the glorious services rendered these United 
States by the Navy of the past. No great fleet action was fought 
by the Navy in the recent World War, but its antisubmarine 
patrol, its mine barrage, and its convoy service were, nevertheless, 
vital contributions to the ultimate victory of this Nation. 

Whilst the faculty has decided to make no official observence 
of this day, it would be well for every student in attendance here 
to stop a moment and consider how much the Navy means to him 
and his future. The world in general will soon pass over what is 
done on this day, but it must be constantly reminded of the great- 
ness of this country through its splendid Navy in order that it 
may remain at peace. The men and women who are studying here 
today are the leaders of the Nation tomorrow, and it is up to them 
to see that no sinister attacks are made at its foundation by 
vainglorious attempts to lessen ita defenses. 

The following message cornea from Henry Breckinridge, 
former Assistant Secretary of War and now a prominent officer 
in the Navy L«ague of the United States: 

“Those who proposed the celebration of Navy Day, 
who urge upon you what they believe to be an opportunity 
of patriotic service, are advocates of peace. They believe 
in and support the reduction of armaments by agnement, 
but reject as absurd the fatuity of disarmament by ex- 
ample.
